It Is a curious fact that i-racks. or 


what Is more frequently called chap- 
ping, about the lips, nose and moutr 
may all be given different applications 
although the treatment remains th« 
same for cure. In most instances such 
sores are due probably to a thin con- 
dition of the blood, for which phos- 
phates are beneficial If taken internal- 
ly, but this is a matter for a physiciar 
to decide. 


In any event, whatsoever is used H ' 


cure must be not only healing but 
soothing, and few preparations em- 
body these two elements. If the sore 
is kept soft constantly It cannot heal, 
for the skin at the edges will not dry. 
For this reason if a person has no 
astringent materials talcum powder Is 
better than nothing, for it will cause 
the edges to dry. Except as a last re- 
sort, however. It has no virtue. 


Such cracks should be protected 


from effects of the air before going out 
of doors, and if grease is applied a 
little powder should be rubbed over It 
to make a dry surface. 
Certainly 


something must be put on, or the sore 
will grow deeper. 


When a crack appears in the mouth 


there may be used on such a spot a 
cream made from one-fourth of a dram 
of hyposulphite of soda, with one dram 
each of ointment of rose water and 
oxide of zinc. 
The spot is to be 


nnointPrl with this lotion constantly. 


Only persons who have suffered with 


a crack about the nose know how 
painful this IF. For such a sore an

bo efficacious. 
This cure must be ap- 


plied locally. 
Powder may be put. on 


immediately to hide the greasy effect. 


"When the Interior of the nose is af- 


fected a different application must b« 
used. For this purpose, make a lotion 
from one-half ounce each of glycerine 
and rose water and seven and one-half 
grains of tannlc a-id. 
This may be 


applied to the sore several times a 
day with n bit of nlysorbent cotton. 


For cracks of iVie skin, such as 


sometimes eome on the tlnsrer ends and 
body, the Ingredients are the same, but 
the proportions differ. 
For the latter 


cracks a lotion is made from one and 
one-half ounces of glycerine, two and 
one-half drams of tannir acid and one 
ounce of rose water. 


Most scrupulous care must always 


be given to drying ony skin crack af- 
ter washing. As far as possible grease 
must be substituted for water for 
clpnnslnc purposes.

The whole ad- 
dress may be

up in this 


short sentence. "The liquor traffic Is 
unfair." 


The liquor traffic is unfair to the 


city. It makes the saloon a city insti- 
tution; all jts Impurity and crime a 
city of impurity and crime. Whatever 
disgrace the traffic produces, becomes 
the disgrace of the city licensing it. 
The citizens are made partners in the 
criminality of the saloon. 


The liquor traffic is unfair to the 


home. 
The principal business ot a 


city or village Is the making of homes. 
Nothing should be allowed In the city 
but*such as conduces to the benefit of 
the home. Wo know nothing In allot 
life In any nation that damages the 
home as does the liquor saloon. 


The liquor traffic Is unfair to the 


drinker.' It takes his money. It takes 
his (Strength, it takes his reputation. It 
takes his character, it takes his clear- 
ness of brain. It takes his skill of hand. 
It takes his satisfaction in life, and his 
hopes of eternal life. 
It 
takes 
his 


manhood and his God. It gives noth- 
ing In return. 


The liquor traffic is unfair to the 


business man. It sets the first grab 
at the workman's wages, by trapping 
him Saturday nnd Sunday just after 
he has' been paid his weekly wngc. It 
shows Its greed by keeping 'open long 
after other stores are closed. It plays 
upon Its patrons' weakness and pas- 
sions and unfits them for legitimate 
business. -lt strips men of their money 
and precludes the possibility of their 
paying other legitimate bills. 


The liquor traffic Is unfair to labor 


It uses up raw material, employing a 
less number of men for the money in- 
vested than other business. It employs 
a far smaller number of men for th 
money Invested than any other ac- 
tivity. It makes life for the laborer in 
these days oE machinery, cxceedlnglj 
dangerous. 
It unfits the man who 


without it. Is a. very capable workman 
It spends for the laborer all hla monej 
and makes it impossible for him to 
use liquor and buy a homo. Every 
thing that makes against the labore; 
-also is a damage to the employer o 
labor. 


The liquor traffic is unfair ,to thosi 


seeking the betterment of the com 
munity. Schools are not so well at 
tended from the homes of drinking 
men. Children ot drinking parents an 


ot as clear-headed to do Intellectua 
abor. 
Churches flnd the saloon the 


greatest obstacle in their 
work 
o 


vangelizing the land. All reforms es- 
iend most of their strength against the 
aloon, and every kind of crime makes 
a breastwork of the liquor traffic bc- 
lind which to hide. 
As a result o 


ducatlon, civilization and regenera 
ion of the individual and of the com- 
munity are made impossible by the 
iquor traffic.—A Stainless Flag.

8. Thnt nil temperance agencies shall

grace, 


and strength, and wlsdom>,anrt t.hnt 
the cause, and our country, and our 
people may enjoy Divine favor.

AND SANITATION AS RE.LATE.S TO THE, 


HERD AND THE. BARN.

writers, many of our farmers have 
developed tha idea that to keep cows 
healthy and comfortable and to pro- 
duce sanitary milk It is absolutely 
necessary to have expensive barn3. 
As a matter of fact many of the dairy 
barns -where sanitation Is the primary 
object are quite inexpensive. 


On the other hand if it Is to be 


In building a dairy barn, or any 


other kind of a burn for that matter, 
the plans must be worked out to suit

Hardly any two sites would permit 
exactly the same plan being used. 


If wholesome and sanitary mlllc Is

Too much stress cannot be laid on 


the fact that w« have no better disin- 
fectant than good, old-fashioned sun 
light. 
For this reason In planning 


otir barns much more attention should 
be paid to the question of securing 
sufficient light. It is said by authori- 
ties on the subject that four square 
fpet of window light should bo allowed 
for each cow In the barn. Long win- 
dows reaching well to the celling have 
been found the most satisfactory for 
the reason that the light coming 
through them can reach all parts of 
the barn better than if the short win- 
dows are used. It Is also of Importance 
to remember that there Is no better 
way of preventing the spread of tuber 
culosis In our herds, than by admit- 
ting plenty of sunlight and fresh air 
Into the barn. 


The height to celling differs some- 


what according to different Ideas of 
the builder, but the height should be 
sufficient to give ample air space In 
tho structure. 
# 


The Important features of a good 


system of ventilation are that it pro- 
vides a constant supply of pure, fresh 
air, that th« fresh air Is admitted near 
the celling nnd that the Impure air 
Is taken out near the floor. The fresh 
cold air shouli} be admitted near the 
celling so that it may, by contact with 
the warm air, be tempered before 
reaching the cows. 
By forcing the 


impure air out near the floor less heat 
Is lost and as Is claimed by most au- 
thorities the major part of the impure 
alr'is .found near the floor where the 
cows are constantly depositing many 
of the impurities given off in breath- 
Ing. 
A damp stable favors the breed- 


Ing of disease germs. A pood system 
of ventilation will carry away all extra 
moisture. 
No system of ventilation 


can be successful In a barn where the 
cracks and crevices in the walls per- 
mit cross-currents to Interfere with 
the work of th« ventilating flues.

THE FARM" POULTRY IN WINTER. 


Whatever style of poultry house Is 


used, wa find it highly essential that 
one aide be well supplied with win- 
dows so that plenty of light and sun- 
shine reach the corners of the build- 
ing. 
With no place but open trees 


for the flock and the mercury down 
pretty low, tho fountain of eggs will 
be completely frozen up. At all times, 
when they are kept Inside, give the 
birds fresh earth occasionally in order 
that they may replenish their grind- 
ing organs with pebbles. They should 
also have dust to dust themselves in 
and bo fed meat In some form, either 
cut bone and meat scraps from somo 
nearby market, or purchased animal 
foods. A boiled liver from a butcher, 
cut up fine,.

with 
ground 
bones, crushed 


Oyster shell, etc.. will complete a diet 
that should produce excellent results. 


Feed regularly every morning and 


the hens will be found waiting for

breakfast.

cakes and table scraps with a drink 
nf skim milk occasionally make one 
of tho best balanced rations that can 
be found for a few hens. 
It Is my 


opinion that tho fact that a few hens 
produce better results than a largo 
number Is due in a measure to table 
scraps forming a large proportion of 
their ration.—W. M. Kclloy.

Somo years ago the fruit 
grower 


looked upon the practice of grafting 
as a mysterious art and upon the man 
who went about doing tho work as a 
sort of wlzzard; as a matter of fact. It 
is so simple that any careful orchardlst 
can and should do It himself. All of 


our common fruit trees can be easily 
grafted or budded. 


In grafting young trees In the field 


it <ts probably well tn do It as early 
n the life of the tree as possible. As 
soon as a good strong framework can 
be secured the tree Is ready for top- 
working. The small size of the stubs 
make cleft or Inlay grafting difficult 
and kerf-grafting (used when the 
wood Is very brittle) almost out of 
the question. 


A style of grafting known as whip- 


grafting Is well adapted to working- 
small stubs of young trees. With tills 
method it may be possible to set the 
cions after one year's growth In the 
field, but it Is doubtful whether muob 
time will be gained by such practlff g 
The clon should be as near the size '«Vj 
stub as possible, if anything a little 
smaller. 
The Joint should be well 


wrapped with waxed cloth and to be 
doubly sure all air is excluded, may be 
painted over with a warm wax. 


In grafting young trees It Is a com- 


mon practice to remove all of the top, 
placing cions In those arms one wishes 
to keep. It Is always well to work a 
few extra stubs as accidents may be- 
fall some of the cions. The season for 
top-grafting the young trees Is the 
same as for old trees. 


Budding Is a simple method of put- 


ting a new top on young trees. 


While the process of budding Is a 


little more delicate than that of graft- 
Ing, the average man can, -with a little 
practice, got very satisfactory results. 
Buds should be placed as soon as the 
top is well formed, sotting one or two 
in e.ich scaffold limb that Is to be 
retained. The burls are generally set 
from six to twelve Inches from the 
main stem, depending on the forma- 
tion of the head. Trees two years old 
when set may generally be budded 
the following fall, and should yearling 
whips make a strong growth, the arms 
may he large enough to receive buds 
In September. Any stem as largo as 
a lead-pencil may bo budded quite 
easily. 
Arms In which buds fall to 


start may be grafted the following 


spring. Should arms fail to appear In 
the proper place It is quite possible to 
supply them by setting buds directly 
into the body of the young tree. When 
the buds begin to push 
Into new 


growth they will require about the 
same care as grafts. 
Pinch back to 


strengthen the stem. 


The simplest form of budding li 


that known as Shield-budding. The 
position for the bud Is chosen -with 
reference to the prevailing wind, pro- 
tection from the sun's rays, or to best 


form the ton of/the tree. The meet 
Important factor should b« to d«tet» 
mine where the bud should be placed. 
It Is well to place the bud on the .shady 
side of the stock, If possible,

T-shaped Incision id made in the bark 
and the corners of the bark below the 
transverse cut raised to facilitate 
starting tho bud.

From beginning 
to end tho farmer must steer dex- 
trously to escape perils to his profits 
and Indeed to his capital on every 
hand. At last tho products are started 
on tltrMr way to tho consumer.

FRUIT DRYING A GREAT INDUSTRY 


The packing and preparing 'for the 


market of the -vast quantities of dried 
fruit shipped 
from California and 


other fruit raising States is Interesting 
to all those who live In localities where 
little or no fruit is raised for the mar- 
ket, and where none is dried. 


Picking and marketing the Immense 


fruit crops in California give employ- 
ment to many thousands of people 
throughout the summer months. The 
picking is done by men but the pack- 
Ing Is done almost entirely by women 
and girls. 
Cherry packers become 


very expert, the swiftest workers earn- 
ing as high as J2.50 per day. Ordinary 
packers make from $1.25 to $1.75 per 
day.The apricot crop gives employment 
to more people than the cherry crop, 
partly because there is a larger acre- 
age of apricots than of cherries and 
partly because the bulk of the crop Is 
dried. 


DEEP LITTER FEEDING. 


A Western doctor who had a fine 


flock of hens, but whose hours were 
so irregular that he could not feed 
them at stated times, writes that he 
has found this method to give entire 
satisfaction.

litter Is first spread over the floor and 
then a layer of grain such as cracked 
corn or wheat, than another layer of 
litter and another of grain, alternating 
until the mass is from six to eight 
Inches deep.

This has closet 
compartments Just large enough for 
the car to fit In. The sulphur Is lighted 


TRACE TYPHOID TO DAIRY FARM.

typhoid were reported In a certain 
district In Chicago.

at tho packing houses. This gives the 
fruit a finer appearance but people

are few. Aside from buying associa- 
tions maintained by farmers, hardly 
any exist In this country. 
It is ap- 


parent, therefore,, that the consumer 
has much to do to work out his own 
salvation with regard to the prices 
that he pays. Potatoes were selling 
last Bpring in somo places -where there 
had been overproduction for 20 centa 
and In some places for even 9 centa 
per bushel at the farm, while at the 
same time city consumers In the East 
xvere paying 50 to 75 cents per bushel, 
although there was nothing to prevent 
them from combining to buy a car- 
load or more of potatoes directly front 
the grower and for delivery directly 
to themselves.

QUALITIES OF A GOOD FEEDING! 


STEER. 


The nose should be broad so that the 


mouth may close upon a 
goodly 


qua.ntity of grass at each bite, and 
thus save the time of the animals foi 
even in this work of eating, time li 
money. The beast which can qulcklj 
fill his stomach with food needs to 
spend less time in working. 


Quickly filled the steer Is most of hit 


time resting quietly, converting the 
food Into tender, Juicy flesh. 


The head should he short and broad, 


given ample breadth between the eyes. 


The horn, if any, should be fine an\.i 


short, and the eye should be full and 
bright. 


The neck should he short and fine. 


A thick clumsy neck may be good 
enough for a hog but. it Is emphatically 
out of place on R steer. 


The briskets should come down 


deep and full a.nrt there should be 
great width betvveen the fore legs to 
give ample room to the lungs. 


Back of the shoulders the body 


should be full, the ribs springing well 
out like the hoops of a barrel and not 
flat like the frame of a corn crib. 


Let the back be broad, straight and 


smooth with no sinking between the 
shoulders and tho rump. 


The hips should be straight and the. 


flanks well filled, and come down low. 
A steer with n belly drawn up like 
that of a race horse should be avoided. 
isuch an one will never be profitable, 
' for ho has too little room In his. work 
shop in which tn carry on the task 
of making fat and flesh of the food he 
has taken off tho land. 


The hide should he soft, smooth and 


velvety; If thick a.nd covered with a 
good coat of hair so much the better, 
as less food will be required for merely 
keeping up the animal heat in cold 
weather. 


The thigh should be full and the 


hind legs straight; all the legs short 
and the steer stand squarely on them. 


Add a broad loin and rump and a 


fine tall and you have a steer which 
will take on fat readily.

HIS remarkable story is supplied by Gen- 
eral J. Madison Brake, historian of the 
Army and Navy Medal of Honor Legion, 


IT. S. A., and has been taken by him from the 
records under his care. 


Captain Edward 5. E. Newbury, the haro of 


. the tale, is now living in Elizabeth, N. J., hale 
and hearty, bearing no marks of the terrible 
experience through which he passed early in the 
civil war. 
Soon after the incident here set 


forth Newbury captured a deserter from the 
Union lines as he was kbout to join the Con- 
federates. This man was the first Union soldier 
to suffer death for the crime of desertion in the 
great war. 
For his valuable services Newbury .' 


was rewarded with a commission of lieutenant 
in the Eleventh New Jersey and served until 
June, 1885, when he returned to New Jersey

with the rank of captain.

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EWS of the enemy's plans or Intentions; any 
sbred of news, was eagerly sought in the fali 
of that bitter year, 1801. after the disaster at 
Bull Run, when [Washington seeniea about to 
be engulfed in a triumphant Confederate ad- 


vance and the energies of the nuthoiMB^were bent / 
to defensive preparation about the capital. 


McClellan was centring and reorganizing the new 


Army of the Potomac. Just beyond, at Richmond, the 
forces Of an elated Confederacy were gathering. Be- 
tween lay debated ground, where neither side di- 
rected definite measures and across which the lines 
faced each other. 


It was early in November that General Kearny, 


commanding the First New Jersey brigade, then sta- 
tioned in Alexandria, just to the south of .Washing- • 
ton, determined to employ scouts upon the hazardous 
work of feeling out conditions toward the Confeder- . 
ate position. The size of Johnson's force was a mat- • 
t«r of wild conjecture, bis swift descent was feared 
and Kearny felt that total Ignorance of what he must 
expect from that abIB and determined rebel leader 
could no longer continue with safety. He cast about 
him for volunteers willing to venture themselves into 
the danger zone In search of Information. 
/' 


Scout duty, It was called. But that was merely 


a euphemism for the service of a spy. 
The men 


knew !t. They knew that scouts would nm extreme 
risk of capture and that swift and terrible punish- 
ment would fall to them it ihey were taken. It was 
jo rose water service. The courtesies of war, stern 
it the best, would bring little comfort to the Union 
man found hovering about the Confederate front at 
puch a time. Short shrift and an unhonorcd grave 
lay ahead of such a one, and in the event of success 
lotblng better than tho doubtful recognition and 
|n«stloned glory accorded any spy. 


Among those who offered themselves for the dan 


:erons but necessary undertaking was Edward S. E. 
Newbury, of the Third New Jersey. Newbury was 


i native of North Carolina, where he had lived on 
]is father's plantation until the outbreak of the 
war. Having made his way to the homo of an 
tncle in Morris county, N. J., he had enlisted in the 
Third just as It was about to start for the front. 


The young man was detailed with Corporal Thomas 


P. Edwards of his company to push Into the country 
:ow»rd Richmond. 
Their orders were to use their 


best efforts toward fretting word of the plans and dis- 
position of the Confederate forces. 
For the rest they 


••ere to be governed by their own wit and by clrcum- 
itances. With this vague commission and with full 
snderstanding of the perils ahead the two left tho 
Alexandria camp oc the evening of November -1 and 
hit for the South. 


Edwards had picked up directions from a fugitive 


jcgro that would lead them to the home of Sir. Fitz- 
iugb, a wealthy planter, who was known to be influ- 
antlal at Richmond. The plantation lay some ten 
miles from the Union lines, and it was the suggestion 
of Edwards that they should approach it in the hope 
of overhearing some conference or conversation that 
might prove of value. Fitzbugh, ho argued, would be 
fully Informed of tho Confederate plans, and would 
je most unlikely to suspect Hie presence of lurking 
scouts. It was possible, then, Mint -they might secrete 
ihemselves on tho premises, might even intercept a 
nessenger, or in some other way place themselves on 
the track of information.

The negress, who, with her ill 
son, rcpresented-.lhe remnant, of her master's body of 
servants, told them that the planter had removed his 
family to Richmond a few days before, but that be 
would return In a few hours with some friends before 
L-loslng\he house. The scouts hastened to lake their 
leave, assuring the woman that they would return 
upon their errand next day. 


They entered the house easily by way of a window

were warm, and they had not, been sotted beyond the 
boxwood hedge many minutes before they bo'th fell 
asleep. It was after midnight when they were aroused 
by the padding of hoofs nlnng the frozen road. Creep- 
ing through the hedge, they saw live horsemen pull up 
before the residence and dismount. One. was left in 
charge of the animals and the others, with laugh and 
clntlor, entered the house. The ruddy flash of fire re- 
flected from the windows showed that the party was 
preparing for a comfortable session. 


But the scouts did not feel secure enough to ap- 


proach immediately, and, leaving their hiding place, 
they crawled to the rear of the house. 


Their first intimation that suspicion was abroad 


came with the sudden cessation of the sounds of rev- 
clry in the mansion. Uneasy, though scarce willing 
to abandon a situation of so much promise, they 
agreed, in whispers, to occupy the sizable log cabin 
just at the rear of tho house which was used as a 
kitchen. There were two doors to this ki'tehen, front 
and buck. 
They decided that by concealing them- 


selves within, each guarding a door, they would h« 
safe from detection while assuring themselves from 
surprise. 
The corporal, accordingly, took his stand 


just inside the cabin's front entrance, while Newbury 
sought a similar position at the roar. 


The men now listened intently. They heard nothing 


from the direction of the house. The tinkling of dead 
leaves in the chill wind was all that came to their 
enrs. With carbines ready and revolvers in hand they 
waited while the conviction grew upon them that the 
darkness hold some danger that was circling and clos- 
ing In on them. 


Edwards, peering into I he sombre mystery of tha 


night, saw a dim figure flit across his line of vision. 
He gave a signal of warning to Newbury- A moment 
later the figure reappeared, still in front of tho cabin. 
It stood for a moment and then slowly and silently ap- 
proached. 
As the man came on Kdwnrds hacked 


gently away. 
The Southerner advanced until he 


blocked the doorway of the cabin, whore again In: 
stood, listening and watching. 


The scouts stilled their breathing. Twice Edwards

he was startled by a noise :is of splintering wood along 
the fence to his right. Alaking his way cautiously in 
that, direction, ho hoard further sounds indicating Hint 
some ono was trying to climb tho fence, lie erjjwled 
through Ibc field, carbine levelled, and came suddenly 
upon—Edwards. 


Tho Corp"''111 was m fearful plight. 
The bullet 


from the pistol of tho unknown assailant had entered 
iho arm just nhovu tho oll«>w. 
At f.'io moment Ed- 


wards had been holding his arm light against his 
body, and the ball, emerging six Inches higher, had 
whirled by ono of tho strange freaks of such projec- 
tiles, ripped through his side and lodged against tha 
spinal column. 
Almost paralyzed below his waist, 


terribly weakened, ho hart yet niiido shift to drag him- 
self to Iho fence and mtcmpt io pull himself over. 


Nowhury made a rapid examination that revealed 


the desperate nature of I he wound. 
P>y every human 


probability Ihe Corporal would die within an hour, 
lie could not walk, could not even sland. There was 
no help in this enemy's country. 
The Union lines 


were ten miles away. 
A Confederate detachment 


might, shortly bo expected. 
The whole region was 


Confederate territory. To add to Ihe dlllii'tilties tho 
promise of: the lowering clouds was fulfilled and it 
began to rain a cold, sharp, penetrating rain. 


Hut thi! young private never for a moment hesi-

Kdwards was heavily built, of greater weight lhati 


Newbury by some twenty pounds. Ho was entirely 
unable Io render any assistance in covering ground, 
and Iho private found it necessary to kneel in the 
rond, worry, iho helpless Corporal onto his bnak'nnd 
stajja:or alone, half trailing, half carrying the biinj.eu. 


had c.-.st his own asido In 'he first struggle through 
the field. 
But Kdwards remembered where he had 


left, his linversiiok by tho fence. 


"That tin cup is inside," he said. "Get me water." 
Making his companion as comfortable as possible in 


the sleeting rain, the private rftole back and recovered 
tho tin cup.- Mis first: thought was to week water at 
the plantation, but ho remembered thy>t. he was no 
longer in a position to risk encounter with a detach- 
ment. Tho C(*T>orn1 "was now entirely dependent upon 
him nncl he dared not place Ihe-other's slender chance 
of life in peril. 


A quarter of a milo away was Aeeotlnck Creek, 


which they liftd crossed on the journey out, and New- 
bury could recall no nearer means of procuring relief 
for his comrade. Hastening through the darkness in 
that general direclion he came at last to the creek and 
tilled his cup. With this shallow rcceptablo, which 
held no more 'than ono good mouthful of the precious 
water, guarded carefully in his two hands, he set out 
upon his return. 


' Succored Wounded Comrade. 


Thore was no ray of light to guide him. Tho way 


was uneven, leading across fields and fences. Twice 
ho stumlilcd, and each time he lost part of tuc water. 
Ho had arrived at the cornfield at last when his foc*C 
caught in a tracing vine and he sprawled headlong. 
The painful trip was nil to be repented. 
* 


" At the second attempt ho reached the side of his 
wounded comrade to find the Corporal sobbing wMh 
weakness and discouragement. 
Edwards had mndo 


up his mir.d that the private had deserted him. New- 
bury propped up his head and gave him the fow drops 
left in the cup, but: the Corporal's fever had heightened 
and tho small portion ,was no more than an aggrava- 
tion. Ho cried aloud for more, and Newbury, com- 
forting and soothing him, :;ct patiently forth upon 
another journey. 


Ho lost count of the number of times ho went back 


nnd forth between the creek and thu cornfield with itha 
Ml tin cup that night, but wlien a gray dawn broke 
sullenly he .was still at the task and Edwards was 
still unsatisfied. 
Again and again ho had travelled 


the "wny, unmindful of his own weariness and content 
if ho brought momentary comfort to the Corporal. But 
now the coming of day made the vicinity of the planta- 
tion doubly dangerous, and Newbury decided that they 
must get, away. Not for a monont did he consider de- 
serting U\c wounded man. Ills one thought was to 
bring Edwards oil, for ho knew what would inevitably 
result from cnpluro, nnd lie knew, moreover, that the 
Corporal must die If medical attendance was not soon 
obtained. 


Kdwards was now 0:1 the verge of delirium with 


pain and fever. He had no control over his legs or 
his shattin'ed arm. Newbury fashioned a kind of rude 
sling from their belts, and, passing it about the other's 
body, lifted him once more on bis shoulders. With tho 
Corporal's sound arm drawn down over his neck to 
ease tho strain he staggered off through the cornfield 
for t ho creek. 


The rain had not abated. The wind was higher. 


Drenched and chilled, burdened beyond his strength 
nnd exhausted by tho nlgljt and lack of food, Newbury 
hold doggedly to his task. Ho was forced to stop and 
let Kdwnrds slip to the ground through sheer inability 
to proceed before he hnd covered a hundred paces. 


He improved the halt by discarding from his own pel 
son nnd Hint of Edwards every article that would Ie3 
sen the weight. His revolver be had thrust in hii 
pocket while he used his cnrbiue as a clumsy staff 
The carrying of the weapous bore upon him heavilj 
and he was tempted to abandon thenh But he re- 
flected that to be without arms In .the enemy's coun- 
try would lay h,iui opeu to the attack of even a single 
picket, and be determined' to keep tty;m. Again he 
took his burden on his back nnd struggled on. 


The quarter mile to the creekiwns made tjy slow .-.nil 


painful stages, but Newbury covered it at Inst, and 
once in the copse along the shore felt safer for the 
time. His problem now was to effect a crossing. The 
stream was too deep nnd swift to allow of fording. 
Ho knew that the bridge a mile further along was 
closely watched by the Confederates, who, in fnct, 
were encntuped on both sides of it. In coming to the 
Fltzhugb phintntion ho and Edwards had made use oJ 
a fnllen tree, which gave a precarious support frorc 
bank to bank. He knew that it would be almost im- 
possible to get the helpless Corporal across that pros- 
trate trunk, but after searching-In vain for a boat, be 
was left with the natural bridge as the only alterna- 
tive. 


4 Jlore difficult journeying along the bank brought 
him to the tree, which was rooted on the opposiU 
shore. It had snapped high nnd lay before him at a 
dangerous upward slant. He had good reason to feat 
that Confederate outposts were stationed in the woods 
b<>Yonr".. and he proceeded with the utmost caution. 
He Iwng Edwards over the trunk in front of him, and 
hitched along, an inch at a time, pushing the other 
ahead. .At each instant he was forced to hug the 
support, clutching the Corporal desperately. At each 
instant he had to fight for the balance of both, ex- 
pecting to be plunged with the wounded man into the 
waters beneath. 
• He had won to the break of the tree at the stump. 
some five feet above the ground, aud was preparing 
to lower Kdwards when a sudden movement of the 
Corporal Huns his weight to the side. He made a 
wild snatch for the trunk, but was unable to regain 
his hold nnd the two men fell together and heavily tj 
the ground. 


A terrible scream of agony broke from Edwards. 


His wounded arm had been crushed beneath hl'i. Th« 
torture was more than lie could endure, nnd again and 
' . • - lying crumpled as ho fell, the shriek was re- 


- ,-ntcd. Newbury, in terror lest he should bring n» 
'•mtpost upon them, tried to silence him. But Edwards 
was now quite delirlou; 
He raved, babbled, called 


. 
his Jfnker and could not be quieted. Newburj 


had but one recourse. Ramming the Corporal's hand 
kerchief into the shouting mouth he bound his owi 
about the other's bond and, stretching himself at fuU 
length upon Iho poor iJa,nglcd body, put forth all hit 
strength to suppress the frightful convulsions thai 
shook it. 


By this heroic method ho forced Edwards to lie still 


listening the while for the approach of enemies. Aj> 
par«ntly he hnd reached the end. Still more than nln« 
miles from succor, surrounded by hostile troops, weaft, 
wet and famished, with a crazed and helpless com- 
panion, he might, well have despaired. But it was nol 
in \cwbury to despair. Not for the flicker of a tboughl 
did he contemplate g.Ving tip the grim effort he had 
set himself. 


Thought Him Dead. 


After some time Edwards grew >ss violent Th« 


maniacal energy called forth by fever and excruclat- 
ing"pnln passed. Suddenly he relaxed and lay still- 
Newbury, bent over him anxiously, fearing that life 
had fled with that spasm. But the Corporal's heart 
was still beating faintly, and Newbury, hastily rear- 
ranging his sling, shouldered the unconscious man 
once more and tottered on into the woods. 


All that day lie held his course, more by instinct 


thnn by conscious direction, toward the Union lines. 
HI; kept away from the roads and from dwellings, la- 
boring through fields and coverts. Once he crouched 
in a clump of bushes while n cletnjl of Confederates 
marched by within fifty foct of him. He was unable 
Io make more than a few yards at a stage, throwing 
himself down in the mud beside his burden to gather 
n little strength after n dozen faltering steps, scram- 
bling up again and pressing ahead until he could go no 
further. 


On, always on. That was the one idea he clung to. 


' 
After the first mile or so he was iu little better shape 


than the inanimate Edwards. His mind was iu a 
daze. Objects swam bcfo.o .'iim dizzily. He had lost 
all sense of time or distance. It seemed to him that 
through all eternity he hnd been struggling on through 
a chilly hell of wet brown leaves, rain and wind, 
dragging a torn nnd bloody body. He ceased to think 
of Edwards ns n living man who must be rescued. He 
no longer even cared to know whether the Corporal 
still breathed or not. Jt could have made no differ- 
once. He was capable of but the one purpose, to go 
on, always on, and to take the body with him. (With- 
out thnt single, definite hold upon things he must have 
given up and waited for death himself. 
' 


Iu the early part of the afternoon he slipped as he 


was trying to raise the Corporal and fell. Tho shock 
took what: little force he had left for a space, nnd,1 


closing his eyes, he passed into a pnlnful and uneasy 
doze. While he was in this condition something stole 
inlo his brain that until now had .found no lodgement 
there. He had .done the best he could, a voice seemed 
to whisper; ho had done more than any man, eveu 
Ihe bravest, could be expected to do. Why nol leave 
Kdwards hidden in the brush nnd make his own way 
to the Union lines? Why not hurry on and get help? 
Was that not the safest nud the wisest way? 


He nwoke with n start nnd n savage word on his 


lips. He hated himself for the traitor suggestion that 
hnd crept upon him in his weakness. 
Crhwllng over 


to Edwards he hoisted the burden once agnin Jo his 
back, gained his feet under tiro protest of every limb 
and went on, always on. 


He afterward retained no consciousness of the.lat- 


ter part of that strnnge nnd terrible journey. It re- 
mained in his memory ns a dark blot, hazed with 
vague horrors. 
But through the afternoon he still 


toiled ahead and through ono iiiore marvel he was not 
-seen by the Confederates. 


It- was seven o'clock in the evening, fourteen hours 


after Nowbury's start from the plantation, that the 
soldiers at n Union picket post, started up with levelled 
rifles at a dim shape that came crawling nnd trundling 
slowly over the ground toward them. It gave no 
answer to their halls, and cautiously they came out to 
meet: It, thinking to find some injured animal or they 
knew not what. • 


As 'they came up they saw that it wns a mnn. He 


wns» creeping on all fours nnd on his back was 
strapped the body of nnolher. They called to him 
but he did not answer, only crept ontnnd on. Then 
pitying hands took hold of him, nnd ns they relieved 
him of his burden ho scrambled to his feet, stared 
nbout him wildly nnd then^collnpsed. Private Now- 
bury needed ns close attention as did. Corporal Fd. 
wards that night.
